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Logan J. Stickle, 12-Year-Old Son of 
H. C. Stickle, Found Dead In 
Oarage Sunday Morning. 


Damage estimated at about $2000 
resulted from a spectacular blaze 
which raged for about three hours in 
the heart of the business district of 
South San Francisco at an early hour 
Tuesday morning. The chief damage 
was to a two-story frame rooming 
house owned by Frank Giffra and situ¬ 
ated on the alley between Grand and 
Miller avenues about half way through 
the block. This structure, which was 
a mere shell, was gutted by the Are 
and several adjoining buildings of 
similar nature, among them another 
rooming house and barn, were badly 
damaged. Only the absence of wind 
and the strenuous fight put up by the 
local fire department prevented a fire 
that would have wiped out th% block, 
much of which is composed of two- 
story light frame structures. 

How the fire started has not been 
definitely decided, although there is 
evidence of its origin with a coal oil 
stove on the ground floor of the room¬ 
ing house. It was first seen by a man 
coming up from the depot. As he 
walked up Grand avenue he saw 
flames emerging from the tall build¬ 
ings in the rear of the block. The 
man, whose name was not secured, at¬ 
tempted to turn in an alarm, but be¬ 
cause of his excitement did not work 
the box properly, with the result that 
no alarm sounded. Meeting Night 
Watchman McGraw, the man told him 
of the fire and the officer turned in

the alarm, but ten or more minutes 
were wasted in the meantime. 

Owing to the light frame structure 
of the buildings, their age and dry¬ 
ness at this time of the year, the 
flames ate their way along rapidly. 
When the department arrived the fire 
had reached large proportions and 
flames were shooting high into the 
air. It is said the flames could be 
seen as far away as Burlingame. 
Eleven men of the department had re¬ 
sponded to the alarm and within a 
few minutes five strong streams of 
water were playing on the blaze. 
Plenty of water at a good pressure 
and hard work by the firemen saved 
the day, the adjoining buildings, and 
perhaps the town. 

Fire Chief Truax, as well as others 
who gathered to watch the fire, gives 
much praise to the manner in which 
the men of the department worked. 
There was an orderliness and lack of 
excitement about their efforts declared 
to be worthy of the highest com¬ 
mendation. 

It is said that the burned struc¬ 
tures were partly covered by insur¬ 
ance. 

This is the most serious fire that 
South San Francisco has had for 
years. Owing to the burned buildings 
being within the fire limits, it is prob¬ 
able that the city trustees will refuse 
to allow them to be rebuilt unless of 
fireproof construction. 


Seldom Have the residents of South 
San Francisco been so shocked as at 
the death of Logan James Stickle, 12- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. R. C. 
Stickle of this city. The boy was 
missed from home Saturday evening, 
and after an all-night search his body 
was found Sunday morning on the 
floor of the garage at 690 Grand ave¬ 
nue, where the family formerly lived. 
Beside the body lay a small rifle with 
barrel and butt sawed off to resemble 
a pistol. A bullet hole in the left 
temple gave evidence as to how the 
lad had met his death. 

It is the theory of the local police 
that the boy shot himself, as he is 
said to have told a young playmate 
Saturday afternoon that he intended 
to do so, but the parents and many 
friends of the boy are firm in their 
belief that his death was accidental, 
the gun being discharged while the 
boy was handling it. He is said to 
have rented the weapon of another 
yougg boy friend. In refuting the 
theory of suicide Mr. and Mrs. Stickle 
declare that the boy’s home life was 
happy and there could have been no 
cause for suicide, although the lad had 
expressed discouragement at the 
progress he was making in his school 
work. 

Mr. Stickle, father of the dead boy, 
is one of the best-known building con¬ 
tractors in San Mateo county. With 
his family he moved to the Metro¬ 
politan Hotel some months ago, and 
Mrs. Stickle assumed management of 
the big hostelry. 

Private funeral services were held 
Tuesday from the undertaking parlors 
of George W. Sneider & Co. in San 
Mateo, with burial at Cypress Lawn 
Cemetery.

A quantity of the ‘‘best of liquor,” 
u the federal prohibition agents 
termed it, valued at $60,000, was seized 
Wednesday night in a sensational raid 
fonducted by federal officers on Half- 
moon Bay resorts. Developments of 
the last few months have led prohibi¬ 
tion officials to believe that much con¬ 
traband liquor is entering this region 
by way of Halfmoon Bay. 

Wednesday night the officers lay in 
wait for a shipload of liquor which 
they had received a tip was about to 
land. They missed the vessel, but be¬ 
lieve they secured a large part of its 
cargo. 

Among the resorts visited were 
Petroni’s, Miramar, Rector’s, Fra- 
aucci’s and the Urissiner Home, Jo- 
ieph Magill, G. Cinci, John Petroni, 
and William Harrington were among 
those arrested for having booze ille¬ 
gally in their possession. 

The prohibition agents say that 
Halfmoon Bay has developed into an 
important port of entry, doing a con- 
siderable import business since the 
Volstead act bottled up the big har¬ 
bors, 

John Petroni. they say, acted as the 
wholesale importer and distributed 
his supply among the others. 

A truck load of Scotch whisky in 
the original packages, French wines, 
rare liquers and all that went to sup¬ 
ply the first-class bar of old days was 
started for San Francisco shortly 
after the raid. It was moved over the 
lonely beach road under heavy guard. 

Halfmoon Bay has had very little 
moonshine. Residents and guests at 
the resorts were found to have been 
enjoying bottled in bond goods in 
large quantities. Prohibition Agent 
William J. Jordan believes he has hit 
one of the biggest smuggling rings on 
the Pacific Coast. 


A most important meeting of the 
Peninsula Bureau of Chambers of 
Commerce and Civic Associations will 
be held in the city hall at South San 
Francisco this evening (Friday). An 
invitation has been extended the San 
Mateo county board of supervisors and 
the supervisors of San Francisco to 
attend and to the general public as 
well.

Manufacturer Wishes to Build Here;

The San Bruno recall election fight 
was Wednesday submitted to Judge 
George H. Buck of the superior court 
for decision, after the board of trus¬ 
tees had filed an answer to the com¬ 
plaint of Reinhold H. M. Rathke ask¬ 
ing for a mandatory order from the 
court requiring the board to call an 
election for the removal of Mayor A.

Attorney James T. O’Keefe, repre¬ 
senting Rathke, filed a demurrer to 
the answer and a motion to strike out 
certain portions, after which Judge 
Buck announced that he would take 
the matter unddr advisement and 
render a decision shortly. 


C. J. Hurrle of San Francisco de¬ 
sires to start a glass factory in South 
San Francisco, according to the story 
he told the Chamber of Commerce at 
the meeting held in the city hall Tues¬ 
day evening.

William A. Hightower, charged with 
the imirder of Father Patrick Heslin, 
Colma priest, will go on trial in the 
superior court in Redwood City before 
Judge George H. Buck next Monday 
morning. The trial will start at 10 
o’clock, when the work of selecting the 
jury to try the famous case will be 
taken up.

The $75,000 suit of Clorinda Note 
vs. the United Railroads of San Fran¬ 
cisco, resulting from the death of 
David Noce on July 22, 1919, when he 
struck by a car of the company 
near Colina. has been set for trial on 
October 31st by Judge Geo.

A new trial was recently ordered by 
the district court of appeals on the 
move of the defendants.

the plaintiff for $50,000 on February 
4, 1920. On a motion for a new trial 
Judge Buck reduced the verdict to

TRADE REVIVAL SHOWN BY 

OIL TANKERS’ DEPARTURE 


After being laid up at the Western 
Pipe and Steel Company’s plant for 
the last two months, tly* fleet of the 
Standard Oil tankers’ will be released 
soon to carry oil to the Orient. The 
first vessel to leave the shipyards is 
the Broad Arrow, which was placed in 
drydock last week preparatory to 
carrying a cargo of kerosene to the 
Orient. Four other tankers will be 
placed in drydock next month before 
sailing for China with oil. 

The release of the Standard Oil 
fleet of tankers is regarded in ship¬ 
ping circles as a break in the depres¬ 
sion affecting Oriental trade condi¬ 
tions. The Broad Arrow will carry 
4,000.000 gallons of kerosene to China 
after being overhauled at the Union 
iron Works. The cargo will be the 
first shipment sent from this coast to 
China in six months. 

Several weeks ago the tankers were 
laid up because c word from the 
Orient of an oversupply of oil for all 
purposes. The sudden demand for 
cargoes is taken to indicate that a 
change for the better has taken place 
in trading conditions.

Wherever a good firm 
fish founds, and the vegetables called

s j eW i S a pleasing variation in the 
;, k , menu. It is made as follows: 

2 cups of olive, corn, or peanut oil. 
i bunch of celery. 

1 sweet, ripe pimiento pods. 
i medium-sized onions. 

1 large can of tomatoes or equivalent 
in fresh tomatoes. 

Pinner and salt. 

5 t o 6 pounds cleaned and boned fish. 

Mince the onions and cook slowly 
in the oil until they are tender, add 
tbe chopped celery and sweet peppers 
an d tomatoes and cook for five 
minutes. Add the fish, which lias 
been cut in suitable pieces, and from 
which the largest bones have been 
removed, and simmer until the fish is 
thoroughly cooked. If the product is 
to be canned, it should be processed 
in the steam-pressure canner for sixty 
minutes at fifteen pounds pressure. 

This fish stew is usually served 
poured over rice, which should be 
cooked in a large quantity of water so 
that the grains remain separate. If 
preferred, mashed potatoes may be 
used instead of rice.

keeper to be proud of, for table use. 
As a confection, cut up in blocks and 
dipped in the sweet chocolate that 
comes for the purpose, the unsatis- i 
factory jelly is more than redeemed. ; 
suggest home economics specialists of j 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Figs, dates, raisins, nuts, 
ai^d marshmallows can also be dipped , 
in chocolate to make wholesome con- 1 
fections for the children. Sweets of, 
this kind are especially good as sur¬ 
prises in the monotonous school lunch 
box. 

Another quickly made home sweet 
may be had when berries are in sea-; 
son. Firm berries, such as whole 
strawberries, black raspberries, black-! 
berries, and also pieces of pineapple, 
or other fairly firm fruit are excellent 
when dipped in white icing or fondant, 
if they may be served within three or 
four hours. Here is a suggestion for 
“a little something’’ to serve with 
lemonade or grape juice at a club 
meeting. 

YEAST BREAD DELICIOUS 

WHEN LOAF IS WELL MADE 

A well-made loaf of bread is a 
source of satisfaction as long as it 
lasts. A burnt or pale loaf with a 
soggy interior tempts none but the 
starving. The following directions for 
making yeast bread are made by food 
specialists. If the directions are fol¬ 
lowed carefully, a delicious loaf will 
result. 

Cleanliness Essential 

Everything connected with the 
process of bread making should be 
scrupulously dean. All utensils, 
therefore, should be washed carefully; 
the liquids should be scalded; the dry 
materials should be kept from the 
dust; liquid yeast should be kept cold 
and well covered; the hands should 
be washed and the nails cleaned be¬ 
fore they touch the dough. Wooden 
toothpicks, which cast be used for 
cleaning the nails and then thrown 
away, are a convenient part of the 
equipment for bread making. 

In making stiff dough out of the 
sponge, or out of the liquid contain¬ 
ing yeast, the flour should be added 
gradually, and what is more impor- 
I tant, the dough should be beaten thor- 
i oughly, or, when it gets too stiff for 
' this, kneaded after each addition of 
I flour. If this Is not done, too much 
| flour is likely to be added, and this 
spoils the texture of the bread. The 
time to stop putting in flour is when 
; the dough can be kneaded without 
sticking either to the hands or to the 
board, even when they are unfloured. 

| If for any reason more flour than this 
is added, the dough should be softened 
again by means of water or milk. 

Beginners often have difficulty in 
determining when the dough is ready 
to be divided into loaves and put into 
pans. A good rule is to measure its 
volume. When it is ready to be made 
into loaves, the dough for each loaf, If 
made out of hard-wheat flour, should 
amount to three pints; if made from 
soft flour, to about two and a half 
pints. 

Recipe for Two Loaves Wheat Bread 

2 cups lukewarm milk, water, or a 
mixture of them. 


1 cake compressed yeast. 

1% cups lukewarm milk, water, or a 
mixture of them. 

Vz cup liquid yeast. 

2 teaspoons salt. 

2 tablespoons sugar. 

Fat, if used, 2 tablespoons or less. 

6 cups, or 3 pints, sifted flour. 

Boil the water or scald the milk. 
Put the sugar and salt (and fat, if 
used) into the mixing bowl. Pour the 
hot liquid over it and allow It to be¬ 
come lukewarm. Mix the yeast with a 
little of the lukewarm liquid and add 
it to the rest of the liquid. If con¬ 
venient, set this aside in a warm 
place, not over 86 degrees F., for one 
hour; if not convenient to set It aside, 
add the flour at once, putting in a 
little at a time and kneading until 
the dough is of such consistency that 
it sticks neither to the bowl nor to 
the hands. This requires about ten 
minutes. 

Dough should be kept covered while 
it is rising, for otherwise a crust will 
form on top and interfere with the 
expansion. Some housekeepers brush 
the dough over with melted fat, but 
this is not necessary if the dough is 
well covered. 

Cover, and allow it to rise 1% hours 
at a temperature of 86 degrees F.; it 
may be better to set it at a lower tem- 
perature, but the lower the tempera¬ 
ture the longer the time required for 
the rising. Cut down the dough from 
the sides of the bowl; grease the 
hands slightly. Knead a little and set 
aside to rise again for one hour. With 
a good bread flour, the dough should 
treble its bulk in each rising. With a 
soft wheat flour, it should not rise 
much beyond twice its volume. Divide 
into portions, mold, and place in 
greased pans of standard size (1% 
quarts). Allow to rise until a light 
touch will make a slight dent. With 
good bread flour this happens when 
the dough reaches the top of the pans.

Short Sponge Method 
Bread can be made during the day 
by what is known as the "short i 
sponge" method. All the ingredients! 
are the same as for the “short or 
straight-dough” process, but only half 
of the flour is added at first. When 
this mixture, which is called a 
“sponge,” is so light that it will fall at 
the slightest touch, It is ready for the 
addition of the rest of the flour. 

Overnight Sponge Method 
Use the same proportions as for the 
short process, except in the case of j 
the yeast, which should be one-eighth 
cake of compressed yeast for each 
loaf. Use water rather than milk. In 
the evening mix the yeast with water, 1 
salt, and half of the flour, and beat 
thoroughly. Cover and place at a 
temperature of 65 degrees to 70 de¬ 
grees F., or that of an ordinary room. 
In the morning add the sugar and the 
rest of the flour and proceed as In the 
case of the short process. |
